Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


The list continues, illustrating 
the differences in the last of the 
"Four Philosophies.” It is not that 
I, nor any of the rest of us who 
are concerned over the present 
conditions 
in 
Washington, 
are 
simply yearning for the "good old 
times.” This is the easiest way I 
know to compare the handling of 
the same problem under two vio­ 
lently different philosophies. It 
demonstrates success, production, 
cooperation, effecting handling of 
war problems under one; and fail­ 
ure, muddling, confusion, extrav­ 
agance, and a decrease in produc­ 
tion under the other. 


Joseph L. Weiner is director of 
the Office of Civilian Supply 
(O. C. S.) at a salary of $9,000 a 
year. As such he has the power 
of life and death over agriculture, 
for if the farms do not have 
equipment, there will be decreas­ 
ed production, or none at all. 
When the Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture and the heads of the War 
Production Board, whom the av­ 
erage citizen confidently thinks 
have this authority, decided that 
50% of the equipment production 
of 1940, would be about right for 
1943, Mr. Weiner had the power 
to reduce this to 20%. He was 
bom at Dombrovitsa, then in Rus­ 
sia, in 1902, and came to Brooklyn 
with 
his 
parents* when 
quite 
young. He gained citizenship by 
the naturalization of his father 
when he was still under age. He 
studied law, held a Pulitzer schol­ 
arship at Columbia University, 
practiced law, and taught at Co­ 
lumbia before coming to Wash­ 
ington. His agricultural experi­ 
ence was accquired exclusively 
in the farming district of down­ 
town New York. 


Maurice Parmelee was until a 
year ago employed by the Board 
of Economic W arfare at a salary 
of $5,600 a year .Mr. Parmelee 
is an enthusiastic advocate of 
nudism. He advocates openly and 
constantly the practice of univer­ 
sal nudism in office and factory 
and home. A Congressional com­ 
mittee addressed a letter to Vice 
President Wallace, calling his at­ 
tention among other things to Mr. 
Parmelee’s book on “Nudism and 
Modem Life,” which contained 
several dozen photographs sup­ 
porting his somewhat "advanced” 
theories. The Vice - President 
made an investigation for him-

He did not have to re­ 
main long outside the bureaucra­ 
tic shelter however, for he was 
shortly afterw ards re-employed, 
as an “economist,” by the Rail­ 
road Retirement Commission, at 
a salary of $4,600 a year. At that, 
between increasing taxes and the 
OPA. there may be something in 
his idea! 
In 1941, Emil Jack Lever was a I 
principal field representative of 
the Labor Division of the OPA. at | 
a salary of $5,600. His communist 
affiliations and activities are vol- 
uninous. He was a member of the 
executive committee of an organ­ 
ization whose publicly announced 
purpose was "to inspire the work­ 
ers to take control of industry 
and government, abolish the pres­ 
ent capitalistic system, and build 
a workers' republic." Since the 
"exposure” of these communistic 
activities and interests. Mr. Lev­ 
er’s salary has been increased to 
$6,500 per year and his responsi­ 
bilities increased so that today he 
is the head labor advisor of the 
War Production Board. 
Tom Tippett, was the assistant 
chief of the Rent Control Section 
of the OPA at a salary of $5.600. 
Tippett was associated in various 
communistic organizations with 
Earl Broder, William Z. Foster 
and other leaders of this move­ 
ment. Mr. Tippett’s salary has re­ 
cently been increased to $6,500. 
David K arr (legal name Katz) 
is the assistant chief of the For­ 
eign Language Division of the Of­ 
fice of War Information at a sal­ 
ary of $4,600 a year, recently in­ 
creased to $6,500 a year. He came 
to this important job from the 
staff of the Daily Worker, the 
official newspaper of the Com­ 
munist Party. He was also a con­ 
tributor to other communist front 
publications. He was a 
Fuller 
brush salesman, and does not 
read, write or translate any for­ 
eign language. Thus he would 
seem to be peculiarly fitted for 
his present job. 
Frederick L. Schuman is Chief 
Political Analyst for the Federal 
Communications Commission at a 
salary of $5,600 a year. So that 
you may be re-assured that his 
political analyses will be unbias­ 
ed, I quote the following state­ 
ment, of which he is one of the 
signers, “we call upon all men 
and women, especially workers in 
the professions and the arts, to 
join in the revolutionary struggle 
against captialism under the lead­ 
ership of the Communist Party.”

On top of the quota of $33,000,­ 
000 worth of Series E, or “peo­ 
ple’s," War Bonds set for South­ 
ern California this month, sale of 
$14,500,000 in Series F and G 
Bonds will be sought as this 
area's part in attaining the na­ 
tional sales goal of 12 billion dol­ 
lars for the three issues in the 
fiscal year ending June 30. 
This week it was revealed that 
Riverside County’s E Bond quota 
for June has been set at $541,000. 
No community quotas have been 
fixed for F and G Bonds, though 
their sale will be pushed this 
month here as elsewhere. 
It was explained that E Bonds, 
which m ature in 10 years, partic­ 
ularly meet the needs of the small 
investor who is able to save some 
part of his current income. Only 
an individual may own them and 
the limit purchase in one year is 
$5,000 maturity value. Bought at 
75 per cent of face value, interest 
rate on E Bonds is equivalent to 
2.90 per cent compounded semi­ 
annually. 
Series F Bonds are intended for 
large investors, whether individ­ 
uals, corporations or groups. Is­ 
sue price is 74 per cent of ma­ 
turity value, which is payable in 
12 years. Interest rate is equival­ 
ent to 2.53 per cent a year, com­ 
pounded semi-annually. 
Series G Bonds are intended for 
those who want to receive a cur­ 
rent income. Their cost is the 
same as their face value. Ma­ 
turing in 12 years, interest at the 
rate of 2.5 per cent is payable 
semi-annually. They may be 
bought by individuals, corpora­ 
tions or groups. 
Limitations on holdings of F 
and G Bonds issued in any one 
year is $100,000 cost 
price, 
separately or combination. Both 
series, like E Bonds, are redeem­ 
able at any time for at least the 
amount invested. Series G Bonds 
may be cashed at par upon death 
of the holder for payment of in­ 
heritance tax or for any other 
purpose, it was pointed out.

to the address. In addition to Los 
Angeles, other California cities 
using the zone number system 
are Berkeley, Fresno, Glendale, 
Long Beach, Oakland. Pasadena. 
Sacramento, San Francisco, San 
Diego, San Jose and Stockton. 
The system was evolved be­ 
cause of the great number of new 
and inexperienced personnel now 
in the post offices. Post office 
authorities explained that when 
mail arrives addressed to resi­ 
dents in most large cities, it first 
goes to the main post office and 
from there is dispatched to its | 
proper branch offices by couriers. 
To make this distribution it is 
necessary for postal clerks to 
memorize the delivery area of 
each carrier in the entire city. 
The new number system makes 
it unnecessary for inexperienced 
clerks to do this memorizing, a 
long task.
